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Supreme Court Extends 
Affirmative Action Goals 
i For Women, Minorities 

The recent U.S. Supreme Court 
i decision which extends prefer- 
; ences in emplojmient for women 
' and minorities is being hailed as a 
\ victory for civil rights groups and 
a defeat for the Reagan acuninis- 
i tration. 

In a 6-to-3 decision, the Court 
! extended its decisions on affirma- 
itive action goals and ruled that 
' employers can select women and 
minorities over qualified Whites 
] and men in hiring and promotion. 
The Court's decision upholds a 
I California city's affirmative action 
I plan in rejecting a lawsuit by a 
man who charged he was sexually 
discriminated against because he 
lost a promotion bid to a woman. 

Joinmg Justice William J. Bren- 
nan Jr., in the majority opinion 
were Justices Thurgood Marshall, 
Harry A. Blackmun, Lewis F. 
Powell Jr. and John Paul Stevens, 
Justice Sandra Day O'Connor 
later agreed with the majority 
: opinion. 

D.C. Mayor Barry Appoints 
New Corporation Counsel 

Although he is expected to lose 
about hdf his current salary to 
become corporation counsel for 
the city of Washington, D.C, 
Frederick D. Cooke Jr. took it all 
in stride, maintaining, "Fm one of 
the fortunate people in town," 
adding he wanted to give some of 
his fortune back to the communi- 
ty. Cooke, 40, a native of Wash- 
ington, D.C, gave up a private 
law practice to accept the $68,000- 
a-year post.

University Of Michigan 
Agrees To Blacks' Demands; 

Jesse Jackson Assists 

Rev. Jesse Jackson used his 
negotiating skills to help resolve 
racial unrest at the University of 
Michigan (UM), meeting with 
Black students and university ad- 
ministrators to reach agreement 
on six proposals designed to tack- 
le racial problems on campus. 

After Jackson sat with UM 
President Harold Shapiro and 
leaders of two Black student 
groups, he helped reach agree- 
ments that include: 

1) Creating a president's adviso- 
ry commission to establish affirm- 
ative action goals, timetables and 
enforcement procedures. 

2) Creating the position of Black 
vice provost for minority affairs 
to direct recruitment and reten- 
tion of Black students and faculty. 

3) Allocating an independent 
$35,000 budget using UM funds 
for the Black Student Union to 
promote programs of interest to 
Black students. 

4) Appointing a Black senior ad- 
ministrator in the Office of Af- 
firmative Action. 

5) Adding financial incentives to 
attract and retain Black faculty 
and administrators. 

6) Establishing annual perfor- 
mance evaluations for deans and 
department heads on how well 
they have worked toward affirma- 
tive action goals. 

"We are grateful to you for help- 
ing us," ftesident Shapiro told 
Jackson before more than 4,400 
cheering students and faculty.

"He handcuffed me to a pipe and 
said nothing would happen to me 
if I cooperated." That was how 
the nightmare in a North Phila- 
delphia rowhouse began for Lisa 
Ann Thomas, 19, one of four Black 
women held captive for up to four 
months, tortured, starved and 
sexually abused by their alleged 
captor, 43-year-old Gary Heidnik. 

When police raided the two- 
story house in the impoverished 
neighborhood, they were con- 
fronted by a chillmg scene of 
death and human suffering. Three 
half-naked, malnourished women 
were shaclded to a sewer pipe in 
a basement that doubled as a se- 



cret torture chamber; and 24 
pounds of human limbs were dis- 
covered stockpiled in a freezer as 
well as other body parts in an 
oven and a stewpot in the kitchen. 

The women captives, ranging in 
age from 18 to 26, told authorities 
grisly tales of rape, beatings and 
being forced to survive on dog

food, bread and water. They also 
told of two women who died in 
captivity, one electrocuted in a 
watery pit underneath the cellar's 
concrete floor, the other killed in 
! a fall. 

Heidnik, who is White, and 31- 
year-old Cyril "Tony" Brown, a 
Black man who reportedly de- 
scribed Heidnik as his best friend, 
were arrested and charged with 
rape, kidnappincf and murdering 
the two women believed killed in 
Heidnik's house. They were iden- 
tified as Deborah Dudley, 23, 
whose body was found in a remote 
wooded area in New Jersey, and 
Sandra Lindsay, 24, who authori- 
ties said had been butchered and 
parts of her body left in Heidnik's 
Kitchen. 

Heidnik, a psychiatric patient, 
was convicted in 1978 of kidnap- 
ping a mentally-handicapped 
woman. After his release he be- 
came a bishop in his self-made 
church, the United Church of the 
Ministries of God. 

He apparently lured the Black 
women to his home by driving ex- 
pensive cars (a Rolls-Royce and

Cadillac) and flashing wads of 
money around. Police reported 
the w^alls of the house were partly 
papered with $1 and $5 bills, and 
that they found documents show- 
ing Heidnik has a securities ac- 
count worth about $500,000. Ms. 
Thomas told the Philadelphia 
Daily News she went with Heid- 
nik willingly at first because of his 
show of wealth. 

Police freed the women, identi- 
fied as Agnes Victoria Adams, 24, 
Jacquelyn Atkins, 18, and Ms. 
Thomas, after a fourth captive, 
26-year-old Josephina Rivera, 
bolted from Heidnik's Cadillac 
one night and sought out police. 

Both Heidnik and Brown were 
being held without bail at Jet 
press time, and police were con- 
tinuing their search for body 
parts in Heidnik's basement, ga- 
rage and yard. 

Receiving news of his son's 
atrocity, Heidnik's 74-year-old fa- 
ther, a former suburban Cleve- 
land councilman, blasted that his 
son should be hanged. "Ill even

MAIL CALL: Resi- 
dents of Lincoln, R.L, 
recently received 1,000 tattered 
and yellowed personal checks, 
bills, personal letters and college 
applications dating back two 
years after 100,000 pieces of mail 
were dug up on property once- 
owned by a part-time mail carrier.

162 low-risk men near the end of 
their sentences. Plans are already 
underway to renovate another 
ferry at a cost of $3.8 million to 
dock at the island. 

Mt^^ DIET BRIGADE: In an 

effort to take on a more 
healthful lifestyle, 10,000 resi- 
dents of New Mexico are par- 
ticipating in the nation's first 
statewide diet plan to lose an ag- 
gregate 25 tons. The first plan of 
action in the Eat Right New Mex- 
ico diet was to give up cigarettes. 
During the 10-week period par- 
ticipants will also avoid red meat 



and sugar, start an exercise pro- 
gram, reduce alcohol intake, eat 
only one helping of food and eat 
more vegetables and grain to lose 
at least five pounds to have a 
healthier, non-smoking New Mex- 
ico by 1997.

Drew U. Medical Study 
Focuses On 75 Twins 

The hypertension department 
at Charles R. Drew University in 
Los Angeles and the local affiliate 
of the American Heart Associa- 
tion recently gathered 75 sets of 
twins from iiSants to seniors to 
participate in the Twin Research 
Program being conducted by the 
university. 

Researchers in the hyperten- 
sion department have been inves- 
tigating how environment and 
genetics contribute to high blood 
pressure and heart disease by 
studying Black and other minon- 
ty twins. Participation of the 
twins in the research will offer 
valuable assistance in learning 
the causes of heart disease and 
hypertension Qeading causes of 
death among Blacks) and what 
can be done to prevent and treat 
them. 



Black Doctors Have Higher 
Rate Of Heart Disease 

Black physicians are ten times 
more likely to suffer a heart at- 
tack than their White counter- 
parts, a study of heart disease 
shows. 

Higher income and status are 
not a shield against heart disease 
for Blacks as they appear to be for 
Whites, officials declared. 

The study compared 313 Black 
doctors who attended Meharry 
Medical College, a predominantly 
Black school in >fashville, with 
470 White doctors who attended 
Johns Hopkins School of Medicine 
in Baltimore. It found that 4 per- 
cent of the Black doctors suffered 
a heart attack, compared with .4 
percent of the Whites. 

Forty-eight percent of the 
Black doctors also had high blood 
pressure, compared with 17 per- 
cent of the White doctors, the 
figures show.

Huey Newton Sentenced 
For Firearm Possession 

Telling a Superior Court judge 
in Oakland, Calif., that "You have 
broken me financially and broke 
up my family," former Black Pan- 
ther leader Huey Newton was re- 
cently ordered to begin a prison 
term for possessing firearms. 

Newton, 45, faces a minimum of 
16 months and maximum of three 
years for his conviction in 1978 on 
a charge of possession of a firearm 
by a former felon. The conviction 
stems from an incident in 1974 
when he was accused of pistol- 
whipping his tailor, Preston Cal- 
lins. During the investigation, 
police found two guns in Newton's 
apartment. 

Newton's latest sentence came 
a day after U.S. Court of Appeals 
for the Ninth Circuit rejected his 
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request for a stay of his sentence. 
Leading the Panther Party to 

Prominence in the mid-1960s, 
Tewton had been convicted of 
felony assault with a deadly weap- 
on in 1964. 

Prisoners Sue; Say Female 
Guards Watched Them Undress 

Two convicted robbers sued the 
Pennsylvania Dept. of Correc- 
tions, contending two female 
guards at the State Correctional 
Institution watched them un- 
dress. 

Walter Story, a convicted bank 
robber who now lives at a halfway 
house in Pittsburgh, and Carl 
Johnson, a convicted robber and 
kidnapper, said female guards 
watched them undress in their 
cells, the shower and gym. 

Four of the prison's 215 guards 
are women. The facility nouses 
1,600 men. 

Group Cites Racism In 
Death Penalty Sentence 
A worldwide human rights or- 

fanization charged the use of the 
eath penalty in the United 
States is arbitrary, racially biased 
and clearly violated international 
treaties. 

Officials of Amnesty Interna- 
tional said evidence from a probe 
suggested the penalty had be- 
come "a horrifying lottery" in 
which politics, money, race, and 
where a crime was committed 
played a more decisive role in 
sending a defendant to the death 
chamber than the circumstances 
of the crime itself. 

Blacks convicted of murdering 
Whites were found more likely to 
be sentenced to death.

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Navy Basketball Star 
Satisfied By Compromise 

Navy basketball star David 
Robinson, who envied fellow serv- 
iceman Napoleon McCallum when 
the Navy allowed the latter to 
serve his time and still play pro 
football, is satisfied with a com- 
prise worked out for him. 

Making the prospect of turning 
pro all the sweeter, Robinson's 
senior season at Navy produced 
28 points and nearly 12 rebounds 
per game and the prestigious 
Eastman Award as college basket- 
ball's player of the year. 

Robmson, who grew six inches 
in two years while attending the 
Naval Academy and playing bas- 
ketball there, was told his height 
would preclude him from serving 
on a ship and flying aircraft. 

Therefore, the Navy cut his 
service time after graduation 
from five years to two. In addi- 
tion, the 7-foot- 1 star may be al- 
lowed to play in the NBA as early 
as next year on a part-time basis.

Undisputed heavyweight champ 
Mike Tyson, who promised to 
stay just as bu^ as owner of the 
WBA and WBC titles as he was 
as a challenger, is looking forward 
to May 30 when he is to fight 
Pinklon Thomas. 

Tyson, who crammed 29 fights 
and two titles into a two-year ca- 
reer and won't turn 21 until June 
30, will be facing a stiff opponent 
in Thomas, the former WBC cham- 
pion and man originally predicted 
to be the unification title winner. 
Tyson's record is 29-0 with 26 
knockouts, while Thomas is 28-1-1 
with 18 KOs.

Pro Tennis Seeks Black 
Players For USA's Future 

The U.S. Tennis Assn. (USTA), 
disappointed in recent years in 
the continuing decline of America 
as a power in pro tennis, an- 
nounced it will actively seek and 
develop new tournament players, 
especially in "disadvantaged 
areas." 

Noting the athletic skills of 
basketball stars like Julius Erv- 
ing, Michael Jordan and Domi- 
nique Wilkins, USTA President 
Gordon Jorgenson agreed with 
the idea that either of them could 
have been just as good at tennis 
given early exposure to tech- 
niques of the game. 

Rod Thorn, an NBA official, 
offered, "Imagine what a guy like 
Doc could do if he had spent his 
early years playing tennis instead 
of basketball, mien the great 
Black athletes start playing ten- 
nis, they're going to change the 
whole game, he told the USA To- 

hur Ashe, the only Black 
American male inducted into the 
tennis Hall of Fame, had years 
earlier examined his singular sta- 
tus. "In order to reach the top, 
youVe got to begin playing tenms 
during the formative years and 
single-mindedly pursue tennis," 
explained the former star. "No 
basketball, football or any other 
sport. YouVe got to divorce your- 
self from the Black community for 
a while . . . Black athletes don't 
seem to want to do that." 

Several of the game's White 
tennis stars agreed that Blacks 
could excel in tennis with early 
exposure and dedication.

s kid's got to be taken care 
of," said Miller, who represents 
Tanena Love Green, 35, who is 
Black. "Since Chris Carson has 
admitted being the father, the 
only issue is money. He's got it 
and my client doesn't." The child 
is currently being raised on wel- 
fare. 

Christopher Carson's attorney, 
Herbert Stettin, said Ms. Green is 
trying to force his client to sup- 
port her and two teen-a^e chil- 
dren from two prior marriages. 

Ms. Green, who is an unem- 
ployed model and entertainer, 
was quoted by Miller as saying 
that Christopher Carson promised 
to take care of her and the child. 
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However Christopher Carson 
withdrew his financial and moral 
support about four months after 
the child was conceived, accord- 
ing to Miller. 

Ms. Green said she believed 
that entertainer Johnny Carson 
opposed his son living with a 
Black woman and influenced him 
to end his nine-year relationship 
with her. "I think if I had blond 
hair maybe and blue eyes, his 
family would accept me and their 
odIv grandchild," said Ms. Green. 

Christopher Carson testified in 
court that he owns two cars and a 
$119,000 house in Ft. Lauderdale 
and has $35,000 in a bank account. 
All of his assets were gifts from 
his famous father, the Florida 
resident said. 

Carson is a professional golfer, 
according to tne Ft. Lauderdale 
News, a daily paper. A final hear- 
ing will be in July.
